The House of Lords Decides the Historic | 


Peerage Claim. 


RANDALL MOWBRAY THOMAS BERKELEY 
NOW A PEER OF THE REALM. 


John Dillon to Take Active Leadership 
of the Irish Nationalist Party—Another 
Serious Defection From Parnell—The 
Chilian Revolution—Hippolyte. and 

Secretary Blaine. 3 


Loxpon, July 31.—The House of Lords, sit - 
ting as a committee for privileges, to-day de- 
cided the remarkable and historic Berkeley 
peerage claim. The House decided that Ran- 
dal Mowbray Thomas Berkeley had estab- 
lished his claim to the honors 
and dignities of the Earl of 
Berkeley and Viscount Dursley. The claim- 
ant alleged that the male legitimate issue of 
the fifth Earl Berkeley, who died in 1810, was 
extinct, and that he being the eldest male 
heir of the fourth Earl was entitled to the 
peerage in question. Opposed to this 
claim was the claim of Francis William Fitz- 
hardinge Berkeley, Baron Fitzhardinge, who 
asserted that the fifth Earl Berkeley had 
married a woman named Mary Cole in 1785, 
but acting under advice a further marriage 
ceremony was performed in 179. sub- 
sequent to the death of the fifth Earl 
a question arose to the legitimacy of 
the issue born prior to 1796, and the House of 
Lords in 1881 decided that the eldest son, who 
was born in 1786, was not entitled to the suc- 
cession. The decision given to-day upholds 
the decision given in 1881, and consequently 
Mr. Berkeley will hereafter bea Peerof the 
realm. The House directed that Baron Fitz- 
bardinge be non-suited. 


THE IRISH CAUSE. 


JOHN DILLON TO TAKE ACTIVE LEADERSHIP AT 
ONCE. 

Loxpown, July 31.—John Dillon's accession 
to the McCarthyite ranks is still the leading 
topic in London as wellas Dublin. Dilion 
will, itis stated, take active leadership at 
once, even though his formal announcement 
as the leader may be deferred for some time. 
He will be a formidable antagonist for Par- 
nell, as he is strong with the ‘‘Hillside men’’ 
and other extremists, who form the bulk of 
Parnell’s followers. 

It will be difficult,’’ saida prominent 
McCarthyite to-day, ‘‘for the honest folk 
who have stood by Parnell to resist the ap- 
peal ofa man who has just come from serv- 
ingatermin prison for the Irish cause, and 
who has always been fearlessand outspoken 
toward the common enemy. 

For this reason Dillon will be doubtiess put 
onthe platform as soon as possible. As for 
Parnell, his friends say that he is as far from 
yielding as ever, and that he will deliver one 
or his most earnest speeches at Therles on 
sunday. On the other hand, Mrs. Parnell is 
said to be anxious fof peace and rest, 
the present situation ' 
with her social duties and ambitions. Mrs. 
Parnell makes no secret that she aspires to 
presentation at court. Inthiscase she will 
be greatly assisted by the Queen's recoilec- 
tion of the aid that Mrs. Parnell’s father ex- 
tended to Queen Victoria's mother ata very 
critical moment. Mr. O’Brien does not in- 
tend to go into the political struggle for the 
present. He intends, with Mrs. O’Brien, to 
take a vacation from active politics while he 
devotes himself to literature. 


GRAY REJECTS PARNELL. 

DUBLIN, July 31.—Mr. E. Dwyer Gray, part 
owner of the Freeman's Journal, published a 
letter in that paper in which he says that, in 
view of the revelations made during the 
progress of the suit for libel of Mr. Henry 
Campbell, M. P. for South Fermanagh, and 
private secretary toMr. Parneli, against the 
Cork Daily Herald, and yesterday's utter- 
ances of Messrs. Dillon and O’Brien, he will 
henceforth reject Mr. Parnell’s attempt to 
retain the leadership of thelrish National 
party.

FRANCE AND RUSSIA. 


TERMS OF A COMMERCIAL ALLIANCE AGREED 
UPON—ADMIRAL GERVAIS’ SPEECH. 

Lorpos, July 31.—It is understood that the 
terms of a commercial alliance have been 
practically agreed upon between France and 
Russia whereby each country will give prefer- 
ence to the product of others. As Russia, in 
years of favorable harvests, is largely a food- 
exporting country, this arrangement 
militate against the United States rather than 
England, although British manufacturers re- 
ceive a severe blow from the new French 
tariffasitis. In return for French conces- 
sions, Russia will, it is said, givea preference 
to French manfactures, while maintaining a 
stringent tariff for imports from other coun- 
tries. The advantage thus given to France 
enhances enormously the value ofa Russian 
alliance, irrespective of any motive of hos- 
tility toward Germany.

AN INCIDENT OF SEDAN. 


ATTEMPTS TO RECOVER VALUED RELICS OF THE 
FRANCO-PRUSSIAN WAR. 
10. eresting attempt to 
some Valued relics of the Franco- 
Prussian war of 1870-72!s now being made in 
this city. Some people may remember that 
the officers of the Forty-seventh Regiment of 
French infantry of the line, at the time of the 
capitulation of Sedan, burned the staff upon 
which their regimental flag hung, destroyed 
the eagle which surmounted it, and then 
tearingthe silk flag into small pieces they 
divided it up among their number, carefully 
concealed the remnants about their persons, 
and so went into captivity. After the war 
each of these officers returned to the colonel 
of their regiment, Count de Grammont, the 
fragments of the fag which they had become 
possessed ofon the fatal day of the Sedan 
surrender. Thus, the De Grammont family 
is now in posesssion of the remnants of the 
Forty-seventh Regiment’s old flag and the 
present officers of that regiment are doing 
their utmost to prevail upon the family to 
restore the relics tothe corps formerly com- 
manded by the late Count de Grammont. 


A MAD MONARCH’S AMUSEMENT, 


BAVARIA FORCES 
DAXNT TO DRILL. 
BeRuim, July 31.—A dispatch from Munich 
states that King Otto of Bavaria had shown 
of late such symptoms of improvement that 
he was allowed to take long jaunts, with only 
one attendant, in the vicinity of his castle 
prison, the Castle of Furstenroid. His long 
absence on one of these excursions caused 
alarm at the castle, and on going out in 
search of the King he was found engaged in 
drilling the attendant in military exercise, of 
which Otto has some knowledge. The poor 
attendant had been under drill for two hours 
or more, Otto meeting any sign of impatience 
with a cuff or a blow. The King was cool 
enough, but was with difficulty induced to 
return to the castle. When the affair became 
known to the Bavarian soldiery they are said 
to have expressed a good deal of pleasure at 
their sovereign’s military taste.

NOBLE IS NOT OUT. 


President Harrison Says the Secretary 
Has Not Resigned. 


THE REPORT DENIED AT THE INTERIOR 


General Not at Washington and Out of 
Reach of Newspaper Correspondents-- 
Opinion in St. Louis. 


Wasuinctor, D. O., July 81.—Rumors that 
Secretary Noble had resigned his position in 
the Cabinet, followed by positive denials, 
have been so frequent during his term of of- 
fice, it would seem that little credence would 
be placed in other reports of 
the same character, but the pos- 
itive announcement printed to-day that Mr. 
Noblie’s resignation was in the hands of the 
President created a flurry among the political 
gossips and set tongues wagging as to the 
probable truth or falsity of the report. Mr.

Gen. Nicolai Dies a Monk at La Grande 
Ohartreuse. 


Paris, July 81.—A_ startling romance, as

At the famous monastery of La Grand 
Chartreuse a pious monk, known by the 
name of Don Jean Louie, died a few days 
ago after suffering terrible agony, the result 
ofan accident. The good monk found, 
one day last week, bruised bleed 
ing on the bank of a stream at the foot ofa 
precipice near La Grande Chartreuse, 
There the monk had lain bieeding and groan- 
ing, incapable of moving hand or foot, his 
body resting half in and half out of the 
waters of the torrent for the two whole days. 
At the expiration of that time a shepherd, 
who had driven his flock down to water, 
heard the dying monk’s groans, and hasten- 
ingto the spot he tenderly dragged the 
sufferer out of the water and ran for assist- 
ance as fast as his legs could carry him. 
Help was soon brought to the 
spot, but it needed but a slight 
examination of the suffering monk 
to show that there was no chance of saving 
his life; his body may be said to have been 
but one huge gaping wound. When the 
physicians announced that the monk could 
not live, his relatives were communicated 
with by telegraph and thus the real jname of 
Don Jean Louis became Known. The dying 
man was atone time a most prominent Rus- 
sian general, a man all-powerful in Russia; 
he was Gen. Nicolai, who @t one time had 
been Governor of the Caucasus. He died 
before any of his relatives could 
reach his bedside and with him 
to all appearances, has died the secret which 
caused the famous soldier to enter the mon- 
astery of La Grande Chatreuse in 1660, and to 
remain there, a model, truly good man, until 
the fatal fallover the precipice caused the 
secret of his identity to be revealed to the 
world. It is concluded that the monk fell 
over fhe precipice while wandering too near 
its edge; but naturally the most sensational 
accounts of the affair hint at murder, and 
the vengeance of the once powerful Russian 
Governor’s enemies as being likely to have 
caused his death. 

But, even this does not end the romance, 
Strange to say, the cell recently occupiedby 
the dead monk whose history is outlined 
above, has been given to Father Dom 
Charles, the dead man’s nephew, another 
well-known manof the world, who re- 
nounced its temptations forever. Dom 
Charles bears, in reality, the historical name 
of De Borglie and the Jocky Club members 
who knew him, not so long ago, as one of the 
leaders of fashon, were astounded when the 
circumstances of Gen. Nicolai’s death also 
revealed that young De Brogife was an in- 
mate of the monastery. Everybody thought 
that he was traveling in Africa.

A Pumpman’s Fierce Struggle With a 
Masked Burglar Underground. 


THE FLOUR CITY LIFE ASSOCIATION OF 
ROCHESTER ORDERED DISSOLVED. 


Charges of Forgery and Fraud Against 
Several of the Officers—The Deutsche 
Bank Forgeries—-A Would-Be Insur- 
ance Swindler Arrested—Fought Like 
Fiends—Other Crimes. 


SHAMOKIN, Fa., July 31.—Nicholas Roach, a 
pumpman at the Buckridge colliery, hada 
fierce struggle with a masked burglar under- 
ground at 8 o’clock yesterday morning. 
Yesterday was pay-day for the Philadelphia 
& Reading Coal 4 Iron Co. and Roach drew 
$46. At s o'elock last evening he entered the 
mines and went towork. He was alone in 
the slope, and as it drew toward morning 
the pumpman sat down on an old keg to eat a 
lunch. He had finished and was about re- 
turning to work when a noise directly be- 
hind him attracted his attention. As he 
turned around a revolver was shoved against 
his head anda man wearing a heavy black 
mask said:

Roach knew the robber meant business and 
pretended to search in his pocket for the 
money. This threw the unwelcome visitor 
somewhat off his guard, and Roach, leaping 
upon him, clasped his hands tightly about 
the robber’s throat, and a moment later the 
two were struggling on the ground. The 
miner’s lamp on his hat illuminated the 
scene and for nearly twenty minutes Roach 
and the would-be murderer fought like 
demons, Finally the robber managed to free 
himself, and cried:

Supposing there was a confederate near, 
Roach extinguished his lamp and the battle 
was resumed. Roach managed to secure the 
revolver and struck the man a blow on the 
head which felled him. He then struck a 
match, but as he did so the masked man 
arose and struck the lamp with a club, 
Knocking it to the ground. In the darkness 
which followed Roach's assailant esca ped. 
There were three pump men working in a 
slope some dſstance away and it is believed 
that had the man been successful in his first 
attempt he would have robbed the oth ers of 
thetr money.

THE KILLING OF STREET CAR DRIVER AUGUST 
GROTHE RECALLED. 

MILWAUKEE, Wis. July 41.—Patrick Toohey, 
a brother of ex..District Attorney John 
Toohey, confesses to the and at- 
tempted robbery of August Grothe, a street 
car driver, on Nov. 1, 1888, and tells the story 
of the crime. He clears Wm. Puetz and 
Mahion McCullough, accused and convicted 
of the crime, but since pardoned, of all 
Knowledge of it. Toohey says that Val Dooly 
and Bill Rockaway were the men who accom- 
panied him. Dooly and Toohey stopped the 
street car and the former tried to 
snatch the box from Grothe, the driver, who 
struck him over the back with an fron rod.

Hugo Reinhartz Shoots Himself in 
Lafayette Park. 


@Is BROTHER'S EFFORT TO PREVENT 
HIM FROM KILLING HIMSELF. 


One Revolver Taken Away From Him, He 
Purchased Anotherand Accomplished 
His Purpose—Trouble With His Wife 
Drove Him to Desperation—The Brother 
Takes Charge of the Remains. 


Early every morning John Vogel, a waiter 

employed at Koerner’s Garden, at Second 
Carondelet and Lafayette avenues, has to 
pass through Lafayette Park, south of the 
band stand. This morning, shortly before 5 
©’clock, Vogel, while pursuing his accus- 
tomed path, was horrified at the sight of the 
dody of a man, apparently dead, lying on the 
grass beside the path. 

One swift glance was sufficient to send 
Vogel flying to the Park Police Station, a few 
rods away, where he excitedly told Detective 
O'Neill what he nad seen. O'Neill is in 
charge at night and is skeptical. He declared 
that no man could shoot himself within 830 
short a distance without attracting his atten- 
tion. But Vogelinsisted and returned to the 

“epot where the body lay. 

This time his eye caught the glitter of a 
weapon clutched in the man’s right hand, 
and he immediately reappeared before 
O'Neill and stoutly reiterated his former 
statement. 

J THROUGH THE TEMPLE. 

Leaving Vogel in temporary charge of the 
station, the officer proceeded to the spot de- 
scribed, and found that the waiter had re- 
ported only too truly, and that a good look- 
ing young German, apparently under_30 
years of age, lay stretched on his back, cold 
in death, with a bright, new revolver still 
clutched in his hand. Blood had oozed from 
ua small hole made by a bullet inthe right 
temple, and had clotted upon the short 
grass. The spot where the suicide took his 
life is directly behind the benches in front of 
the band stand, where all day long children 
congregate and play. 

Detective O'Neill lost no time in summon- 
ing aid and the body was at once removed to 
the Morgue. As the body was raised a folded 
paper, covered with writing, was discov- 
ered, Upon being examined it was found to 
be a sheet of foolscap, covered with ink 
written German script, and evidently con- 
taining lest words to his family and friends. 
The first page and part of the second was 
devoted to a notification to the police that he 
was a German, was born in 1862and had de- 
termined to take his life because of trouble 
be had had with his wife, Bertha. He directs 
that his wife shall be notified, also his 
brother, Charlies, at 1900 California avenue. 
and also states that he was a member of 
Lessing Lodge, No. 218, A. 0. U. W. 
and that his wife will be entitled to 
$2,000 insurance in that organization. He 
concludes his note to the police with giving 
his wife’s address as Bertha Reinartz, dox 
834, La Salle, III., and his own name Hugo 
Beinartz. He directed Jacob Feener, 
Master Workman of the lodge, to carry out 
his wishes for the sake of his child. He also 
wrote a short, curt letter to his wife, briefly 
announcing his determination, and on the 
last page of the sheet wrote two notes, one 
to Henry Schaefer of 410 Lincoln 
avenue, Streetor, and the 
other to his Carles 
Reinartz, a clerk for Henry Linnewerth. 
living at 1900 California avenue. In the latter 
note he says that he had procured a better 
revolver this time and was about to end his 
troubles. 

Charles Reinartz is an intelligent looking 
young German about years of age. When 
officer P. J. O’Conner called at his place 
of business to acquaint him withthe fact of 
his brother’s death, the young man was out 
with his employer’s delivery wagon. Upon 
his return, upon being told the circumstances, 
he gave it as his opinion that his 
brother was a — fool. He refused to talk 
of the case to a Post. DISPATCH reporter, say- 
ing: ‘‘I don’t care for him. If he was fool 
enough to kuli himself, that’s all right. But 
Idon’t want to de disgraced. I don’t care 
for him, but I do care for myself. I’ve got 
a good position and I dont wan't to have any 
talk about me. 

STRUGGLED FOR THE REVOLVER. 

After a while, however, he censented to tell 
some of the circumstances. He said that his 
brother suddenly appeared in St. Louis 
a little over a week ago, and told 
him that he had separated from his wife for 
good, and did not care what became of him. 
He lived with his wife Bertha and their Uttie 
daughter at Lassalle, III. Where de Was em- 
ployed as a bookkeeper in the watch factory 
of Matthiessen & Hegeler, and had a good po- 
sition. The temperaments of husband and 
wife turned out to be uncongenial, and fre- 
quent quarrels at length resultedin an open 
rupture. Hugo Reinartz apparently came to 
this city determined to destroy himself. He 
was very much depressed, and on Monday 
night, his brother Charles, in order that he 
might cheer him up induced him to go with 
to Tower Grove Park. But the elder brother 
retained his sombre thoughts and suddenly 
drawing 4 revolver, pointed it at his fore- 
head and snapped it. The weapon did not 
explode anda struggle took place Detween 
the brothers for the possession of the re- 
volver, Charies securing it and refusing to 
return it. After a long talk andthe exercise 
of much persuasion Hugo was brought to 
promise that de would not make a second 
attempt uron his life. Charlies, however, 
kept the pistol. 

BOUGHT ANOTHER WEAPON. 

Yesterday Hugo obtained a sum of money 
from his brother forthe ostensible purpose 
of paying his room rent. With the money 
he must have bought the weapon with which 
he ended his career. It is a cheap, five- 
barreled ‘‘American Bulidog’’ of medium 
caliber. The shooting probably took place 
between 3 and 4 o’clock this morning. 

Charles Reinartz insists that the trouble be- 
tween his brother ana his wife was solely one 
of incompatibility, and that jealousy had 
nothing to do with it. He also said 
thathe was not surprised to hear of his 
brother’s suicide, because of the suicide’s 
well-known determined and brooding dispo- 
sition. The surviving brother called at the 
Morgue about Ii o'clock and signified his in- 
tention of taking charge of the remains. He 
made the following sworn statement: 


He had a reyolver, which I 
took from him, and he promised me he would 
not take his own life. 


He had some trouble with his wife, 
which preyed upon his mind, and that was

MAUD ESTABROOKE. 


The Missing Heiress Found Living With 
a Mormon Elder. 


AN ENGLISH GIRL WITH A S&T. LOUIS 
HISTORY. 


The Search of a Scotland Yard Detective 
Ended in Salt Lake City--The Heiress 
Contented With Her Lot and Not 
Anxious to Return Home—Her St. 
Louis Career. 


Miss Maude Estabrook, supposed to have 
been one at one time a ribbon giri at Penny 
& Gentiles’ dry goods store in this city, heiress 
to a fortune awiting her in Leeds, England., 
the heroine ofa romantic elopement from 
Vienna with an attache of the English Lega- 
tion and the central figure in a 
series of remarkable adventures now meet- 
ing with a still more remarkable ending, has 
been found. Inspector Watkins of Scotland 
Yard is the globe-trotter who has found her 
after a search that carried him all over 
America. and he is now about to sail from 
the East for Europe without Miss Estabrooke, 
but with one of the strangest tales of a way- 
ward heiress that was probably ever told. 

The Scotland Yard officer has left Miss 
Estabrooke in Salt Lake City, Utah. She Is 
now the thirteenth sealed wife of Mormon 
Elder Jenkins of that polygamous city, and 
ig so well satisfied with Mormonism that she 
refused to accompany Inspector Watkins 
back to Leeds and enter claim to her in- 
heritance. She has told the de- 
tective the story of how she 
drifted to Salt Lake City and became 
one of Elder Jenkins’ wives, and has also 
convinced him that she was the bona fide 
Maud Estabrooke, of whom be was in search, 
and having done that has declined to return 
where a fortune awaited her as the Esta- 
brooke heiress. Inspector Watkins, 
chagrined and disappointed, has conse- 
quently begun his return voyage to Engiand 
alone. He has, however, had a great hunt 
for an heiress.’’ 

THE DETECTIVE’S SEARCH. 

The hunt had been recently straight on the 
trall of the missing heiress. He struck the 
trail at Boston, Mass., and from there went 
direct to Stillwater, R. I. He found at Stihl - 
water that a girl answering Miss Estabrook’s 
description had been governess in a wealthy 
Rhode Island family, but that while 
on a pleasure jaunt across the 
continent to California, had disappeared. 
She was missed from the train just after it 
left Salt Lake City, and to that place Inspec- 
tor Watkins went from Stillwater, R. I. 
There he found that Maud Esterbrook had 
purposely left the car unseen and took her 
adventurous chances alone in Brigham 
Young’s sacred city. Her beauty and aristo- 
cratic bearing at once attracted the atten- 
tion of an agent of Elder Jenkins, 
and the Engtish helress was taken into the 
Mormon fold without a moment’s loss of time. 
She was apparently willing to try the expert 
ence of being the thirteenth wife,despite the 
superstition of bad omen about that precise 
number, for she accepted an offer from Elder 
Jenkins and was sealed with all the cer- 
emonies ot the Mormon church shortly after- 
wards as one of his staff of wives. 

HER CAREER HERE. 

So much for the discovery of the Estabrook 
heiress. There is a St. Louis feature in the 
strange case, confirmation of the truth of 
which will be awaited with considerable local 
interest. Some two weeks ago Mr. August 
Huth, who has an office at 1401 South Broad- 
way, but who was at one time at 
the head of the furnishing goods de 
partment of the Penny & Gentiles retail 
dry goods’ store, reported to the police that 
he hada story which would probably serve 
to unravel the mystery of the missing Maud 
Estabrooke. Mr. Huth stated that in the fall 
of 1890, a young lady had obtained a position 
in his department at Penny & Gentiles under 
the name of Annette Shean. Shortly after 
she went to work there and 
before anything had appeared in 
the papers about Maud Estabroox, 
Annette Shean’’ told a strange story to 
Mr. Huth. She said that she was living un 
der an assumed name; that she was in reality 
Maud Estabrooke of Leeds, England, and the 
heiress to a fortuneinthat city. She had 
gone from Leeds to Vienna, Austria, to com- 
piste her musical education. While 
there she had met and been 
betrayed dy Arthur Van Wort, an 
attache of the English Legation at Vienna 
anda married man. They had eloped to- 
gether and sailed from Bordeaux, France, 
for Boston, U. S. A. On the way across the 
ocean, young Van Wort, overcome by re- 
morse, caused by his desertion of his wife 
and the loss of his career and reputation,had 
committeed suicied by jumping into the sea. 
Landing at Boston, the young English girl 
had formed an intimacy with a traveling 
man, who, however, soon deserted her. She 
then came to St. Louis and secured a position 
with the firm of Penny & Gentiles, finally de- 
ing stationed atthe ribbon counter of that 
establishment.

The English Speaking Clergy Incensed 
Over Father Phelan’s Resignation. 


PROBABLE ACTION AT THE MEETING OF 
THE JUBILEE COMMITTEE. 


In Case the Resignation Is Rejected as Is 
Now Contemplated, the German Speak- 
ing Olergy Will Withdraw From the 
Committee, But Will Work for the Jubi- 
lee’s Success—Religious Notes. 


Phelan’s resignation of his 
the Archbishop’s Jubilee 
Executive Committee has not deen 
accepted. The probabilities are that 
the reverend editor will retain his 
place. At the last meeting of the committee 
there were only eleven priests present, but 
the Germans were in a majority and they 
impressed upon Father Brady the ne- 
cessity of Father Phelan’s resigning if the 

Germans were to take part in the celebra- 
tion. The Vicar-General, fearing that the 
matter might upset the jubilee plans, brought 
the matter to Father Phelan’s attention. 
He, having at heart only the success of the 
celebration, at once resigned, His resignation 
will be acted upon by the executive com- 
mittee at its meeting next Tuesday. In the 
meantime the American clergy have not 
been disposed to let the matter pass quietly. 

To alow the resignation to be accepted 
without action or comment would be, they 
say, succumbing tothe German priests. 

A prominent American clergyman, who for 
obvious reasons requested that his name be 
used, in speaking of the matter 
this morning said: It is de- 
plorable that this display of 
animosity should have cropped out at this 
time. The preparations for the jubilee 
celebration are progressing grandly. 
Father Phelan has thrown himself heart 
and soul into the jubilee matter 
and to remove him would be a cruel snub. 
We are not disposed to see him made a vic- 
tim of vindictiveness. His friends have 
not taken any concerted action in 
this matter, as yet, but the universal 
sentiment among the American clergy 
is that his resignation should be refused. 
Father Phelan’s position as editor of the 
Watchman and as a member of the committee 
are entirely separate. If the Germans refuse 
to participate in the jubilee cele- 
bration because Father Phelan is in the 
Executive Committee they will place 
themselves in a bad light. Even if Father 
Phelan should retire from the committee we 
shall not refuse to contribute or participate 
in the celebration, but will make every effort 
to have the jubilee a grand success. 

Father Phelan wasin very pleasant humor 
when the reporter greeted him this morning, 
but he looked surprised when informed of 
the newsgatherer’s mission. didnt 
know, he said, that my friends were 
working for my retention in -the commit- 
tee. I am out of it now and have not 
given the matter any thought. Will I stay in 
the committee if my resignation is refused? 
It is best not to jump a fence until we 
come toit. We will not discuss that matter 
just yet. 

The reverend gentleman would not admit 
that he had left the committee for good, nor 
would he intimate that there was any possi- 
bility of his re-entering it. 

Father Faerber was called upon to state the 
German priests’ sidg of the question. 
Hse evidently expected the resignation 
to be accepted without further ado. He 
looked surprised when asked what the Ger- 
man priests would do if Father Phelan was 
retained. 

‘‘We did not anticipate any such thing,“ 
he answered, ‘‘but rest assured we will not 
serve on the committee with him. You may 
state that our action is not due to the 
Oahensly matter, but to Father Phelan’s per- 
sistent calumniation of our German parochial 
schools. 

Is their any posibility of the Germans with- 
drawing from the jubilee celebration?’’ 

„None whatever. If Father Phelan re- 
mains in the committee we will simply with- 
draw and not participate in their plans. But 
in any event we will celebrate. Nothing can 
come between us and our plans to make the 
jubilee celebration a grand success. 


Burial of a Carmelite Nun. 


Sister Clara was buried from the Convent 
of the Carmelite order, Victor street and Ca- 
rondelet avenue, last Tuesday.

was known inthe world as Miss May Rice. 
She belonged toa wealthy Protestant y 
of Litchfield, lll. She and her sister, while 
attending school at the Ursuline Academy 
Alton III., embraced the Catholic 
religion. Shortly after leaving schoo! 
she entered on the austere fe of 
a Carmelite at the age of 18. The dead Car- 
melite was laid out according to the custom 
of the order, in a bare pine coffin, with a 
copy of her vows and the rosary in her 
hands. Vicar-General Brady — 2 Dy 
Father Cannon of the Assumption Church, 
performed the funeral service. 

The interment was at Calvary Oemetery, 
although it is the custon of the order to bury 
their dead within the convent walls.

He 
weighs 115 pounds and is as strong as an ox. 
His backer is now willing to arrange a match 
between he and George Dixon, the Boston 


wonder. 

Moran weighed in at 116% pounds. He drew 
first blood and secured fifteen knock-downs 
to McCoy’s eight. 

The betting on the fight was very lively and 
considerable money changed hands, 

M’AULIFFE AND GIBBONS. 

After challenges and counter-chalienges, 
posting forfelts and wrangles, the match be- 
tween Jack McAuliffe, the light-weight cham- 
pion of America, and Austin Gibbons of 
Paterson, N. J., has been drranged. Ever 
since Austin Gibbons returned from his visit 
to England, during which he knocked 
smithereens out of England’s crack light- 
weight, Jem Verrall, he has been eager to 
fight forthe championship. It is the Pater- 
son boy’s desire to go back to England in Oc- 
toberand fight Bill Baxter, Bill Reader or 
any man his weight. It was his ambition to 
again cross the Atlantic as the representative 
light-weight champion of America,a title that 
has been held fora numberof years by Jack 
McAuliffe. Gibbons challenged McAuliffe to 
fight him at 133 pounds for 51, 00 and a purse 
of $4,000. 

McAuliffe promptly posted $500 with Richard 
K. Fox and agreed to arrange a match, but 
insisted that he should be allowed to weigh 
135 pounds on entering the ring. A meeting 
was held at the Police Gazette office on July 2, 
when, after wrangling for three hours, $00 a 
cide was deposited and the match was about 
to be ratified, when McAuliffe insisted that it 
should be made for fifteen rounds,but be con- 
tinued until one or the other was beaten. 
McAuliffe wanted the fifteen round limit to be 
inserted in order tocomply with the wishes 
of the Granite Athletic Club, which organiza- 
tion stated it would put up a purse of $4,000. 
James Gibbons, Austin Gibbons’ backer and 
brother, refused to allow this clause to be in- 
serted in the articles of agreement, and the 
talk ended in smoke. 

On July July 27 McAuliffe, at the request of 
his admirers, was advised to waive this clause 
and called atthe Police Gazette office. After 
reading the articles over carefully he 
scratched out the fifteen round clause which 
Austin Gibbons objected to and signed the 
document. 

Austin Gibbons and his backer were at once 
notified and they agreed to meet McAuliffe 
on July 2 to settle the preliminaries for the 
match. 5 
\ On July 28 the Police Gazette office was packed 
with sporting men. Austin Gibbons, James 
Gibbons and delegations from Paterson, Ho- 
boken, Newark and Jersey City were present 
to see the pugilists sign articles. 

Later Jack McAuliffe called and a delega- 
tion of sporting men from Brooklyn, New 
York, etc., followed. Articles of agreement 
were signed and the match ratified. 

The articles recite that the men agree to 
contest according to Queensberry rules to 
afinish for $1,500 a side, a purse of $4,000 
and the light-weight championship of Amer- 
ica. 

The match is totake place at the Granite 
Club, Hoboken, on Sept. Ii, the weight to be 
confined to 135 pounds, to weigh before enter- 
ing the ring. The Athletic Club agrees to 
put up a purse of $4,000 and to give the pugi- 
lists $00 for training expenses. The second 
deposit of $500 a side is to be made On Aug, 13.

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SHE WAS POISONED. 


Revelations of a Startling Crime Disturb 


ABIncpor, Va., July 81.—This historic old 
educational center is in the throes of a great 
sensation, the trial of one of the most promi- 
nent men in this part of the State on the 
charge of murdering his wife by poison. The 
prisoner at the bar is Dr. John A. P. Baker, 
and the chief witness against him is his con- 
fessed paramour, Mrs. W. R. Gilmer, wife of 
a well-known and prominent resident of this 
ci whose life was also sought by the same 

‘ The wife of Dr. Baker 
died nearly two years ago and 
at that time it was thought that her sudden 
death was due to heart failure. Her hus- 
hand, Dr. Baker, had her body embalmed be- 
fore burial. It has since transpired that 
murder was committed. Some persons, in 
house-cleaning and moving furniture about 
Dr. Baker’s house, or in some other way, 
found letters from Mrs. Gilmer which showed 
that there was a criminal intimacy between 
her and Dr. Baker, and that she and Dr. 
Baker had plotted Mrs. Baker’s death. 

CONFESSED THE CRIME. 

When:the matter was pressed home to Mrs. 
Gilmer she confessed that Mrs. Baker had 
been kified. The woman was given poison 
and it is now believed that Dr. Baker had the 
body embalmed to hide the traces of it. It is 
said that Baker and Mrs. Gilmer have been 
intimate for ten years, but the death of Mrs. 
Baker did not put things in such a shape as 
to permit their being together without difi- 
culty and fear of detection. It is also admit- 
ted that Dr. Baker Sent Mrs. Gilmer poison 
and instructed her how to administer it to 
herhusband. She did so and nothing saved 
her husband’s life but the timely arrival of 
Dr.-Gilmer, a brother of the polsoned man. 


The murderous pair were placed under ar- 
rest immediately following the confession of 
Mrs. Gilmer, and the latter is now being used 
as witness by the State against Dr. Baker. 

- MRS. GILMER’S STATEMENT. 

This: is the fourth day of the trial and 
every available nook in the old court- 
room is packed with people. The 
peculiar atrociousness of the deed is suffi- 
cient to attract attention from the public, 
but the fact of the prominence of the chief 
actorsinthe drama lends the case especial 
interest to the people of this quiet city, 
where sensations have heretofore been like 
angels’ visits. 

Dr. Baker isa fine-looking man, virile and 
vigorous at the age of 50. The serious charge 
did not seem to have produced any marked 
effect upon his bearing, as he was brought 
forward to-day and took his seat by his 
attorneys. 

The prosecuting witness, Mrs. Gilmer, gave 
evidence of the terrible ordealto which she 
has already been subjected as she 
was seated in the witness box and 
proceeded to tell the story of the 
revolting crime, She has been a hand 
some woman andisstill fine looking. She 
said her age was 88 and married Mr. Gilmer 
thirteen years ago. She had known Dr. 
Baker, the poisoner, since her marriage. 
The day he saw her a bride he was captivated 
by her and made a vow that he would gain 
her love. They had been criminally intimate 
for about five years. They fell so desperately 
in love with each other that they resolved to 
get her husband and Dr. Baker’s wife out of 
the way, in order that they might marry and 
live together. 80 by degrees Dr. Baker 
poisoned his wife, as he had told her repeat- 
edly he was doing, and Sept. 25, 1889, she 
died. Then the next question was to get Mr. 
Gilmer out ofthe way. This was attempted, 
but his life was saved by the skill of his 
brother, Dr. Gilmer, who was called to at - 
tend him. 

THE TELL-TALE LETTERS. 

The State’s Attorneys at this point intro- 
. duced as evidence, a number of love letters 
which had passed between Dr. Baker and 
Mrs. Gilmer. They disclosed more than has 
been told. The contents of these letters are 
too full of love, gush and depravity to appear 
in public print. They were written by a 
smart woman, andina shrewd manner, to 
clear her and perhaps convict the prisoner. 

Upon the reading of these missives the wit- 
ness showed great agitation, and it was with 
difficuity that the examination was resumed. 
She told, however, that immediately after the 
death of his wife, Dr. Baker paid hera visit 
and said: 

Nov, you see what I have accomplished, 
all for your sake. If We can get Gilmer out of 
the way I will be happy forever.’’ 

There are over one hundred witnesses to be 
examined in the case and the trial promises 
to be a long one. Twelve medical experts 
have been called and the submission of their 
theories will consume several days.

SOUTH DAKOTA’S DIVORCE LAW. 
The Spirit of the Law Must Be Complied 
With. 


Sroux Fas, 8. D., July 31.—A dynamite 
bomb is about to be exploded under the di- 
vorce law of South Dakota by the position of 
Judge Aikens that the spirit of the law must 
be complied with, which will result in the 
failure of Mrs. James G. Blaine, Jr., to geta 
divorce. The public seems to be unaware of 
the facts pertaining to the ease with which 
divorces are obtained in this State. The law 
has been on the statute-books for fifteen 
years, and when acted on by the Territorial 
Legislature in its early days, for the pur- 
pose of inducing immigration to the then 
sparsely settled prairies of South Dakota, 
and the act of granting divorces on 
sucha short period’ of time contemplated 
that the applicant would remaina resident 
of the territory and contribute to the build - 
ingup ofthe then thinly settled common- 
wealth. The various judges who have occu- 
pied the bench during the interim of fifteen 
years have allowed the law to run along with- 
out special notice until certain parties, such 
as Mrs. Jas. G. Blaine, Jr., Mme. De Stures, 
a niece of John Jacob Astor, Mrs. Snyder, a 
relative of the Harpers of New York; Mrs. De 
Baun of New York, Mme. De Silva of New 
York, Mrs. Hardy of Milwaukee, came here 
so that they might be freed from their marital 
relations after having complied with 
the letter, but not the spirit of the law. 
Judge Aikens, who presides over the Second 
Judicial Circuit in which the city of Sioux 
Falls (the largest city in the State) is located, 
and in which the prominent parties already 
mentioned are awaiting their freedom from 
their assumed enthrallment, has already in- 
dicated to the bar here t hat the spirit of the 
law must be absolutely complied with before 
he will sign a decree absolving people from 
obligations which they took upon the matri- 
monial altar. Theresult ofthis will prob- 
ably be that Mrs. Jas. G. Blame, Jr., and 
Mme. DeStures and all others seeking to 
take advantage of the letter of the loose Da- 
xota statutes will be disappointed. 


A FAMILY QUARREL BEFORE THE COURTS. 

PHILADELPHIA, July 381.—Edward Pepper, 
Sr., answered the bill of equity filed by his 
son, Edward Pepper, Jr., M. D., last April. 
The son alleged that prior to Jan. 1, 1884, 111 
health compelled him to remove to Algiers 
from Paris. 

His mother died and leftan estate valued 
at $16,000 at St. Servais in Brittany, France, 
and he was entitled to one half interest in it 
under the law.

He tried to 
pacity Cronin, who was drunk and quarre!l- 
some, but the burly delegate was not 
in a mood to be easily conciliated 
and struck my son in the face, Knocking him 
down. About this time an officer came along 
and I insisted on Cronin’s arrest.

When my son saw that he was not 
to be afforded any protection he drew out his 
knife to protect himself. As he did sotwo 
hoodlums in the crowd seized his arms and 
Cronin then beat him in the face unmerci- 
ony. The officer did not restrain him. 

Now, as to why my son did not prosecute. 
Several gentlemen who are quite prominent, 
one of them being an official at the City Hall, 
called on me and told me that it would be 
foolish for my son and myself to appear 
against Cronin. ‘You might succeed av- 
ing him fined,’ they said, ‘but what good 
would it do. It is a certainty that his fine 
would be at once remitted, and he is a man 
who could do you a t deal of harm with 
impunity.’ Ibelieved that what they said

writer is not a detective or hasonly started 
inthe business. The detectives say there 
was a bogus detective association in 
Cedar Rapids which advertised to 
make a detective of any one 
who would buy a badge and commission for 
$1.50. They think the writer has found one of 
the circulars which were sent out at the time 
of the murder in 1887, and has seen some one 
answering the description in Union City. The 
police departments in large cities 
are constantly in receipt of letters 
from so- called detectives who no 
sooner receive a badge and certificate than 
they began arresting innocent people pro- 
miscuously. As Abbott West is badly wanted 
here, Mr. Lucas, Secretary to Chief Harrigan, 
inclosed a photograph and circular to Mr. 
Welsh of Union City, with the request that 
he telegraph at once if the Union City man 
proves to be the man the St. Louis police are 
looking for. 


About July 1, 1887, a neatly dressed gentle- 
man rented a room at 703 North Jefferson 
avenue and in the evening moved into it 
with his supposed wife, a remarkably hand- 
some young woman ofthe blondetype. The 
gentleman gave his name as thomas Abbott 
and introduced the young lady as his wife. 
They seemed to be very poor, but seemed 
happy in each other’s company and as- 
sociated with the neighbors very little. In 
answer to inquiries Abbott said he had left 
his home in Toronto, Canada, where 
his parents were . very wealthy, 
and had married the young lady 
against the wishes of the family. He had 
studied for the ministry, he said, but fell in 
love with the girl whose parents were poor 
and then gave up all thought of becoming a 
minister. A few days after the couple moved 
inthe woman became sick but the husband 
did not send for a doctor because he 
had RO money to pay for his 
services, but Dr. Albin heard of the woman’s 
illness and called on her, and after that he 
called every day, giving his services and 
medicines gratis. 

DEATH OF THE WOMAN. 

She sank gradually day by day, however, 
until she died in great agony July 18. On the 
way to the cemetery on the day of the burial 
Mr. Abbott talked to his companions in the 
carriage of arsenic and said something about 
poisonous canned food he and his wife had 
eaten during the two weeks she lived in the 
house. After the funeral, Abbott went to his 
employer, Mr. M. D. Degge, who Kept a 
silversmith shop on South Seventh street, 
and taking a fewthings belonging to him, 
went away. The following day Mr. Degge 
received a letter from Abbott, mailed in East 
St. Louis, in Which the writer said he was 
about to commit suicide, as he was satisfied 
his wife had died of arsenic administered by 
her own hand, a suspicion founded on a let 
ter he said she had 1 to him the day 
before she died. 

VERY SUSPICIOUS. 

He inclosed the letter. It was signed with 
Mrs. Abbott’s name and in it she said she 
would sooner die than be deserted by her hus- 
band, as she teared he was about to leave 
her, Struck with the similarity of hand- 
writing in both letters Mr. Degge turned 
them over to the police for investiga- 
tion. A search of Abbott’s workbench 
in Degge’s shop resulted in the discovery of a 
one pound box of arsenic partly used, which 
Mr. Degge had bought two weeks before for 
Abbott, who said he wanted to make some 
experiments in silver plating with it. 
Abbott’s remark about arsenic on the way to 
the graveyard was recalled, the body of the 
young woman was exhumed and subjected to 
a chemical analysis. 

ARSENIC POISONING. 

Inthe parts examined large quantities of 
arsenic were found, and a search for Abbott 
was begun. On the day of the discovery, July 
27, a telegram was received from Chesterton, 
Ind., asking for a full description of Thomas 
Abbott, whom the newspaper re- 
ports stated was wanted for the 
murder of a young girl. The party 
sending the telegram said he thought the 
man was no other than Rev. Thomas Abbott, 
who had left his wife and children and run 
off in June of that year with a young lady of 
Chesterton, and who had returned without 
ner. He pretended insanity and claimed to 
know nothing of the girl and could not recall 
anything that happened from the time he 
left the city with her, A 
few days later de was shown 
a telegram ina newspaper describing him as 
the murderer of the girl in St. Louis, and the 
next morning he disappeared. He was 
traced to Chicago and then to Canada, where 
bis rich relatives are supposed to have 
shielded him and gave him money to get out 
of the country. Every summer since then the 
Chief of Police in this city receives 
information that Abbott has returned to 
Indiana and can be had any time if he is 
wanted. There is no fugitive from justice 
the police would be more ready to apprehend 
than Abbott, as the murder with which he is 
accused was the most cold blooded in the 
police annals of this city, but so far they 
have investigated rumor after rumor locat- 
ing West without finding him.
